Mr. Shaw visited Palouse, 
Spokane, Washington, and Walla Walla, 
Oregon, and considers that there is every 
chance of a good immigration from those 
districts during the present season. J. G 
Fitzgerald, of Calgary, is at work in Seattle, 
and a Mr. Munson, is at work in Palouse. 
Times are very hard in the States, particu- 
laly in the cities, and thousands of men are 
out of employment.

They were being 
supported by free contributions. There are 
large numbers of Canadians in the Sound 
cities, chiefly from the Maritime provinces, 
who were originally raised on farms, but 
who have been working at trades, in which 
they cannot now tind employment, and they 
wish to secure farms again.

HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS 


All even numbered sections excepting 8 and 26 are 


open for homestead entry (160 acres) by any person 


sole head of a family, or any male over the age of 18 


years. 

ENTRY. 

Entry may be made personally at the local land 
office for the district in which tne land to be taken 
is situate or if the homesteader desires he may, on 

| application to the Minister of the Interior, Ottawa, or 
| the Commissiouer of Dominion Lands, Winnipeg, 
receive authority for some one to be named by the 
| intending settler near the local office to make the 
| entry for him. Entry fee 210, or if cancelled land $20. 
DUTIES. 

| Under the present law homestead duties may be 
| performed in three ways, to be decided on making 
entry : 

1. Three years’ cultivation and residence, during 
which period the settler may not be absent for more 
than six months in any one year Withont forfeiting 
the entry. 


APPLICATION FOR PATENT 


may be made before the local agent, or any home- 
stead inspector. 

Six Months’ Notice Must be Given in Writing to the 
Commissioner of Dominion Lands by a Settler ot his 
Intention Prior to Making Application for Patent. 

PRE-EMPTIONS are by law ABOLISHED, and may 
not be entered for after Ist January, 1890. 

A Second Homestead. 
may be taken by anyone who has performed the 
duties to entitle him to a certificate of recommenda- 
| tion for the first homested on or prior to the second 
| day of June, 1889. 
| Forfeited or cancelled Pre-Emptions may be taken 
as second homesteAds. 
| All communications having reference to lands 
under control of the Dominion Government, lying 
between the castern boundary of Maniteba and the 
Pacific Coast should be addressed to.
